Sir,- 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Port  Health  Officer, 
Rangoon,  for  the  year  1914. 

Although  the  total  number  of  in-coming  vessels  in  1914  (1,068)  has  been  less 
than  that  recorded  in  1913  (1,227),  due  as  a  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  war 
to  the  impressment  of  vessels  for  Government  transport  and  the  cessation  of 
arrival  of  enemy  vessels,  a  larger  number  of  vessels  arrived  in  quarantine  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  the  figures  being  respectively  42  and  17  ;  while  the  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  detected  were,  in  1914,  51  against  9  in  191 3,  cholera  ( 13  cases), 
small-pox  (6  cases)  and  chicken-pox  (27  cases)  contributing  mainly  to  this 
increase. 

2.  The  number  of  sea-going  vessels  bound  for  ports  beyond  India  inspected 
was  350  against  419  in  1913,  and  the  number  of  out-going  passengers  detained  on 
account  of  illness  was  106  against  114  in  the  previous  year.  Fumigation  with 
the  Clayton  apparatus  was  performed  at  the  request  of  the  Shipping  Agents  in 
the  case  of  12  yessels  ;  the  fees  charged  realizing  Rs.  2,225,  while  in  1913  only 
three  vessels  were  fumigated  and  Rs.  575  realized. 

3.  Three  riverine  vessels,  on  two  of  which  there  were  plague  cases,  and  on 
the  third  one  death  from  beri-beri,  were  disinfected  at  Rangoon. 

4.  Fourteen  vessels  were  inspected  on  board  of  which  cases  of  infectious 
disease  or  deaths  hai  occurred  while  in  port;  among  these  there  were  four  vessels 
with  cholera,  and  one  with  small-pox  infection. 

5.  The  revised  rules  regarding  the  adoption  of  measures  to  prevent  the 
importation  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  into  the  Province  were  published 
by  the  Local  Government  on  the  20th  December  1914. 

6.  Captain  S.  C.  Chuckerbutty,  I.M.S.,  officiated  as  Port  Health  Officer, 
Rangoon,  from  January  1st  to  April  8th,  1914.  Dr.  F.  A.  Foy  on  return  from 
leave  resumed  charge  of  his  duties  on  the  8th  April.  Dr.  H.  Aung  Khin  was 
appointed  Assistant  Port  Health  Officer,  Rangoon,  on  24th  March  1914  to  fill 
the  vacancy  created  by  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  E.  Korb,  which  occurred  on 
the  1 2th  November  1913.  Both  he  and  Mr.  Solomon  have  performed  their 
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duties  to  my  satisfaction.  The  two  Military  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  T.  A. 
Muthuswami  and  M.  J.  Kanagasabapathy  attached  to  the  Port  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  reverted  to  military  duty  in  August  1914.  They  discharged  their 
duties  while  in  the  Port  Health  Department  with  zeal  and  efficiency.  The  work 
of  the  clerical  and  outdoor  staff  of  the  department  throughout  the  year  was 
creditably  performed.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Captain  Chuckerbutty,  Dr.  Foy, 


and  the  Port  Health  Staff.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December  1914  of  the  work  done  by  the  Port  Health  Department  as  under:— 

Staff. 

Port  Health  Officer. — Captain  S.  C.  Chuckerbutty,  I.M.S.,from  1st  January 
1914  to  7th  April  1914  and  Dr.  F.  Arthur  Foy,  D.P.H.,  from  8th  April  1914  to 
31st  December  1914. 

Assistant  Port  Health  Officers—  Mr.  W.  B.  Solomon  and  Mr.  H.  Aung  Khim 
M.B.,  Ch.B.

Inspection  of  In-coming  Vessels.  * 

Arrivals. — One  thousand  and  sixty-eight  vessels  from  Indian  and  Foreign  Statement  I. 
ports  arrived  in  this  port  with  92,335  members  of  crew  and  216,841  passengers 
(186,608  males,  18,408  females  and  1 1,825  children).  (The  number  of  vessels 
is  less  than  during  1913  and  for  this  the  war  is  probably  chiefly  responsible,  as 
many  of  the  Indian  vessels  wrere  in  use  as  Government  Trans-ports,  and  many  of 
the  British  cargo  steamers  may  have  been  also  utilized  byjGovernment,  while  a 
number  of  enemy  vessels  w’ould  naturally  cease  to  sail). 


Statement 

II. 
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Declarations. — One  thousand  and  twenty-six  Commanders  of  sea-going 
vessels  having  on  their  vessels  88,145  crew  and  201,586  passengers  (173,401 
males,  17,213  females  and  10,972  children)  sent  in  their  declarations  that  no  cases 
of  plague  or  cases  with  symptoms  commonly  associated  with  plague  or  unusual 
rat  mortality  had  occurred  on  board.  None  of  these  reported  any  other 
infectious  disease. 

Vessels  visited. — (a)  Sea-going  vessels. — Forty-two  sea-going  vessels  from 
Indian  and  Foreign  ports  were  declared  in  quarantine,  with  4,190  crew  and 
15,241  passengers  on  board  (13,207  males,  1,195  females  and  853  children)  and 
were  visited  by  the  Port  Health  Staff.  Of  these  vessels  six  had  failed  to  arrive  in 
quarantine,  but  as  soon  as  intimation  of  occurrences  necessitating  quarantine  was 
received  they  were  placed  in  quarantine  until  all  the  measures  were  carried  OHt. 
These  vessels  were  declared  in  quarantine  for  the  reasons  set  forth,  38  of  them 
having  had  actual  sickness  on  board  ;  23  of  these  vessels  were  infected. 

The  following  measures  were  carried  out — (1)  Inspection  of  1,727  crew  and 
of  4,075  passengers.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported 
and  detected  was  7 6.  Of  this  number  66  were  reported  by  the  Commanders  and 
io  were  suspects  detected  at  the  inspection.  Of  the  66,  50  were  infectious 
cases,  i.e.y  37  of  sickness  and  13  of  deaths  from  infectious  disease.  All  these 
cases  were  dealt  with  in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  statement  where  the  results 
of  the  inspections  are  also  shown,  Four  cases  of  enlarged  and  inflamed  glands 
unconnected  with  plague  were  noted. 

(2)  Disinfection  of  effects  of  1,003  members  of  crews  and  of  1,003 
passengers. 

(3)  Disinfection  of  26  vessels  of  which  20  were  disinfected  by  this 
department  and  the  rest  in  other  ports.  The  water  tanks  were  also  usually 
disinfected  with  Permanganate  of  Potash  in  vessels  infected  with  cholera. 

V4)  In  the  case  of  small-pox  infected  vessels  vaccination  was  offered  to 
the  crew  and  passengers  and  the  Municipal  vaccinators  vaccinated  13  crew  and 
I  29  passengers.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  arrival  of  some  of  the  other  vessels 
infected  with  small-pox,  and  the  inability  to  detain  passengers  over  night,  vaccina-> 
tion  could  not  be  offered  to  the  passengers.  The  vessels  infected  with  small-pox 
were  kept  under  surveillance  until  expiry  of  the  incubation  period,  and  were 
examined  frequently  ;  but  no  fresh  cases  developed- 

The  two  vessels  which  reported  plague  were  (1)  S.S.  “  Clan  Macfarlane  ’* 
from  Calcutta  which  landed  a  case  of  plague  at  Bassein.  This  cargo  vessel  and 
the  crew’s  effects  also  were  disinfected  and  the  crew’s  quarters  fumigated  by  the 
Clayton  apparatus.  Only  one  rat  was  found.  The  crew  were  kept  under 
surveillance  on  board  till  expiry  of  the  incubation  period.  (2)  The  S.S. 
,f  Tosa  Maru  ”  from  Hong  Kong  landed  a  plague  corpse  at  Singapore.  She 
was  thoroughly  disinfected  and  fumigated  by  the  Port  Health  Officer,  Singapore, 
and  the  incubation  period  had  expired  between  Singapore  and  Rangoon  without 
any  fresh  cases  occurring. 

Fort  Health  Camp. — The  camp  has  been  maintained  during  the  year,  at  a 
minimum  cost,  in  readiness  to  segregate  the  passengers  of  in-coming  vessels  from 
Indian  and  Foreign  infected  ports  the  Commanders  of  which  might  report  the 
existence  of  plague  on  board  on  arrival,  and  whose  surveillance  period  had  not 
expired;  but  no  such  vessels  arrived  during  1914. 

At  the  request  of  the  Manager  of  Messrs.  The  Arracan  Company,  Limited, 
Agents  of  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  line  of  steamers,  Japan  to  Rangoon  and 
Calcutta,  as  a  trial  measure  with  a  view  to  avoiding  quarantine  restrictions  at 
Singapore,  the  300  through  passengers  from  Calcutta  of  the  S.S.  “  Kirin  Maru  ” 
were  segregated  at  the  Port  Health  Camp  in  June  during  the  stay  of  the  vessel  in 
port.  The  Company  did  not  consider  it  paid  them  to  carry  out  this  programme 
and  the  matter  was  dropped. 

The  buildings  at  the  camp  are  all  temporary  structures  and  are  fast  decay¬ 
ing.  It  is  advisable  to  put  up  one  permanent  structure  at  least  every  year  till  the 
temporary  buildings  are  replaced.  The  maintenance  of  a  camp  in  a  large  arrival 
port  like  Rangoon  is  very  advisable. 
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For  the  greater  part  of  1914  the  Eastern  ports  of  India  were  comparatively 
free  from  epidemics.  The  number  of  cases  of  infection  reported  on  arrival  at 
Rangoon  was  therefore  small.  The  epidemic  of  small-pox  in  Calcutta  has  been 
the  most  serious  menace,  and  since  November  has  assumed  serious  proportions. 

More  Stringent  measures  are  in  such  circumstances  required. 

Riverine.—— Three  vessels  arrived  in  quarantine  with  71  members  of  crew  and  Statement 
84  passengers  (67  males,  12  females  and  5  children)  and  were  visited  by  the  11 
Port  Health  Staff.  Two  arrived  because  of  plague  and  one  because  a  death  had 
occurred  on  board.  This  case  was  diagnosed  as  beri-beri.  The  two  cases  were 
sent  to  the  Civil  General  Hospital  for  examination.  The  two  vessels  infected  with 
plague  had  15  lbs.  of  sulphur  burnt  in  their  holds. 

Inspection  of  out-going  vessels. 

Inspection  of  vessels  proceeding  to  ports  out  of  India . — Three  hundred  and  statement 
fifty  vessels  left  this  port  with  27,866  members  of  crews  and  19)94*  passenger's  11  *• 
(16,323  males,  2,260  females  and  1,358  children)  who  were  all  inspected  by  the 
Port  Health  Staff  prior  to  departure.  Of  the  19,344  Asiatic  members  of  crews, 

18,121  were  examined  twice,  and  1,223  were  examined  three  times,  the  first 
examination  of  the  latter  being  prior  to  their  signing  on  the  ships’  articles. 

Passes  were  issued  under  special  circumstances  to  447  relatives  and  friends 
of  passengers,  after  inspection,  permitting  them  to  go  on  board  to  see  their 
friends  off. 

The  results  of  these  inspections  and  of  other  measures  carried  out  are  shown 
in  Table  III.  Three  persons  were  detected  suffering  from  small-pox,  and  one  from 
chicken-pox  and  all  were  prevented  from  embarking,  and  sent  to  hospital. 

It  is  satisfactory  .to  record  that  no  cases  of  plague  occurred  among  either 
the  crew  or  passengers  of  these  vessels  on  their  outward  voyage. 

Sanitary  condition  of  vessels  at  inspection. — All  the  above  vessels  certified 
that  their  decks  had  been  washed  down.  The  crew’s  quarters  were  all  inspected 
prior  to  issue  of  the  Bill-of-Health  ;  six  were  found  not  cleaned,  18  with  bunks  not 
cleaned,  and  15  with  bunk  boards  dirty.  These  were  all  cleaned  at  inspection. 

Prevention  of  ingress  of  rats  into  vessels  at  wharves. — Forty-eight  inspections 
were  made.  The  number  of  vessels  alongside  was  1 19. 

Fend-off  Certificates. — Five  vessels  bound  for  Australian  ports  were  granted 
these.  Fifteen  visits  were  made  to  these  vessels. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel  booked  as  cargo. — Two  consignments  of 
wearing  apparel  booked  as  cargo,  one  for  Madras  and  one  for  Brisbane,  were 
brought  for  inspection  and  disinfection.  As  all  the  contents  were  clean  they  were 
accepted  as  disinfected. 

P  .ssengcrs  proceeding  to  Indian  ports  found  sick  by  ship's  doctors  and 
agents  at  embarkation.-^ Nineteen  intending  passengers  were  detained  as  suspicious 
or  too  ill  to  sail,  and  sent  to  this  department  for  inspection.  One  was  allowed  to 
embark,  18  were  sent  to  hospital  for  treatment  and  found  suffering  from  ordinary 
ailments,  where  one  died  and  17  were  discharged. 

Inspection  of  vessels  in  Harbour. 

During  the  year  1914  vessels  in  harbour  reported  20  cases  of  illness,  eight  of  statement 
these  vessels  reporting  11  cases  of  infectious  disease.  All  these  were  visited11* 
by  the  Port  Health  Staff,  and  inspection  of  crew,  removal  of  sick  to  hospital, 
disinfection  of  effects  of  crews  and  of  vessels,  were  duly  carried  out. 

At  the  request  of  the  Principal  Port  Officer  the  Government  light-vessel 
“  Damdaw”  was  fumigated  by  the  Clayton  apparatus  to  destroy  the  rats  on 
board.  Fifty  rats  were  destroyed.  The  time  occupied  was  3  hours  20  minutes 
and  100  lbs.  of  sulphur  were  consumed.

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Statement 
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"MISCELLANEOUS  TRANSACTIONS  AND  REMARKS”. 

Examination  of  Port  Trust  Officers  and  Employees— ’This  department  of 
work  increases  yearly.  There  are  now  1,200  officers,  employees,  and  subordinates 
on  the  staff  of  the  Port  Commissioners.  Four  cases  of  plague  were  dealt  with 
among  them  (  .^Statement  V), 

Deteriorated  Food-stujffis. — Six  consignments  of  onions  brought  as  cargo  were 
found  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  recommended  to  be  destroyed. 

Light-house  men. — Eighty-nine  were  examined  prior  to  being  sent  to  duty 
and  86  were  passed  fit. 

Port  Health  Department  Employees  and  Police  reported  sick  with  ordinary 
ailments  are  shown  in  Statement  IV  and  were  sent  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Infectious  diseases  dealt  with. —  The  total  number  of  cases  was  76  and 
these  are  shown  in  Statement  V. 

Disinfection.— The  stove  was  closed  for  about  262  hours  excluding  the  time 
spent  in  sorting  soiled  effects. 

Port  Health  Staff. — The  Assistant  Port  Health  Officers  and  all  the  staff  have 
all  worked  efficiently  and  willingly,  and  I  desire  to  thank  each  one  individually  for 
the  help  they  have  given  me  in  carrying  out  the  w°rk  of  this  department.
